Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
One or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 

Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.

Sewer Expropriation By-law No. 1, 1962 


THE COUNCIL of The City of Chilli-

Now therefore in consideration of the sum of 
One Dollar and of the mutual covenants herein 
contained the Grantor doth grant and convey to 
the Grantee the right for its licensees, servants, 
agents, officials, workmen, machinery and ve- 
hicles to enter upon, pass, and repass upon the 
lands more particularly known and described 
as: (hereinafter called the ‘‘ Right-of- 
way’’), and to make surveys and tests thereon 
and to construct, install, inspect, maintain, re- 
pair, reconstruct, remove, or replace sewers, 
storm-sewers, pipes, and conduit of every kind 
(hereinafter called ‘‘the works’’), and to have 
reasonably unobstructed access to and from the 
right-of-way over the land for any of the pur- 
poses above stated. 

Nothing in this agreement shall be held to 
restrict the Grantor from using the Right-of-way 
in any manner which does not interfere with the 
security, efficient functioning or unobstructed ac-
